How­ 
ever, m eat prices in g eneral, 
which have been at six -y ear 
hig h levels, are ex pected to re­ 
main relatively hig h until live­ 
stock numbers increase substan­ 
tially at slaug hter houses. 
These are g ruesome facts to 
tell a housewife, but the faster 
the knife swing s at the stock­ 
y ards the lower her meat bills 
will be. In the past few months, 
thanks mostly to droug ht’s ef­ 
fect in reducing m arket supplies 
of animals, butchers in the kill­ 
ing houses have been taking it 
easy . 
The housewife, ultimate dic­ 
tator of m eat prices has had 
something to say about recent 
recessions in livestock prices and 
some wholesale m eat cuts, fore­ 
shadowing possible reductions in 
butcher shop bills.

“If y ou boy cott Japan,” Dr.

You will prove th at m ig ht is not 
rig ht unless th at mig ht is backed 
by rig ht. 
“You will usher in a new era 
when reason, fair play and world 
justice will trium ph — when the 
private individual shows he can 
prevent ag g ression of g overn­ 
ments and military cliques which 
run amok.” 
The former ambassador lik­ 
ened the invasion of China by 
Japan to the robbery of a neig h­ 
bor’s house and ex claimed: 
“Can y ou remain deaf to y our 
neig hbor’s cry ! 
“Do y ou advocate sitting still 
and treating the robber the same 
as his law abiding victim? You 
can at least cease supply ing the 
robber with the means of ravag ­ 
ing y our neig hbor’s house.” 
Speaking on behalf of the 
American colony , the Rev. Emory 
Luccock, of Wooster, Ohio, pastor 
of

community 
church, 
eulog ized 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
Chicag o 
speech 
ag ainst ag g ressor nations. 
He 
condemned peace societies In 
the United States which he said 
betray ed their cause by play ing 
into the hands of the most re­ 
actionary isolationists. 
“No g ang ster was ever more 
brazen in self interest, more con­ 
temptuous of the laws of God 
and man, or more ruthless to­ 
ward law and order than those 
in control of Japan’s ag g ression 
in China,” Mr. Luccock said. 
“We do not want the United 
States to g o to war but unless it 
takes more positive and firm 
measures to preserve peace it 
will be forced into war. Running 
away from war will not bring 
peace; neither will neutrality 
and isolation save us from war. 
“Peace will come only when 
the United States shares equally 
in the responsibility of g uarding

ag ainst 
ag g ressors 
like Japan.”
